SOME  QUAKER  DEVELOPMENTS  ON 
U.  S.  - CHINA  RELATIONSHIPS 

Friends  in  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting,  which  has 
minuted  its  concern  for  establishing  communica- 
tion with  mainland  China,  and  has  instructed  its 
Peace  Committee  to  help  Monthly  Meetings  be- 
come better  informed,  will  be  interested  in  two 
major  developments  in  this  field  made  by  the 
American  Friends  Service  Committee  this  spring. 

The  first  was  the  publication  of  a report  called 
A New  China  Policy:  Some  Quaker  Proposals. 
Published  by  the  Yale  University  Press,  the  book 
is  the  result  of  six  months’  work  by  a representa- 
tive group  of  sixteen  AFSC  staff  people  from  all 
over  the  country.  A national  press  conference  was 
held  in  Washington,  D.  C.  on  April  29,  to  an- 
nounce its  publication,  and  it  has  received  wide 
recognition  throughout  the  U.  S.  Copies  are  avail- 
able from  your  AFSC  regional  office. 

The  second  development  was  a national  China 
Conference  held  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  on  April 
28-30.  The  idea  for  such  a conference  arose  at  the 
annual  AFSC  Peace  Secretaries’  roundup  in  Janu- 
ary, 1965.  E.  Raymond  Wilson,  Secretary  Emeritus 
of  the  FCNL,  called  together  thirty  representa- 
tives of  national  organizations,  plus  a few  assist- 
ants of  interested  Congressmen.  Georgetown 
University  and  the  School  of  International  Service 
of  American  University  agreed  to  co-sponsor  the 
event  with  the  AFSC.  Cecil  Thomas  (Berkeley 
Meeting)  served  as  Executive  Secretary  for  the 
conference. 

Its  purpose  was  to  help  stimulate  discussion  on 
U.S. -China  relations  in  local  communities  by  a 
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great  variety  of  organizations,  and  to  reach  leaders 
of  Congress,  the  State  Department,  and  other  gov- 
ernmental agencies,  in  an  effort  to  involve  them 
in  a discussion  of  our  China  policy. 

More  than  800  persons  from  nearly  40  states 
attended  the  conference,  including  representa- 
tives from  over  30  universities  and  several  Quaker 
secondary  schools,  and  ten  branches  of  the  U.  S. 
government.  Speakers  at  the  conference  repre- 
sented the  academic,  business,  journalistic,  and 
governmental  communities,  and  viewpoints  were 
presented  which  ranged  from  proposals  to  recog- 
nize Peking  to  calls  for  an  even  stronger  line 
against  Chinese  aggression  and  totalitarianism.” 
The  Washington  Post,  in  an  editorial  of  May  5, 
called  it  the  first  significant  national  conference 
on  American-Chinese  relations  since  the  Com- 
munists came  to  power  on  the  mainland.  . . . Last 
week’s  events  represented  only  small  steps  on  the 
long  road  ahead  toward  resolving  the  U.S. -China 
impasse.  . . . But  the  steps  were  taken.” 

Colin  Bell,  Executive  Secretary  of  the  AFSC, 
who  chaired  one  of  the  sessions,  said:  “I  believe 
we  can  all  agree  that  an  informed  American  pub- 
lic opinion  is  a vital  factor  in  the  emergence  of 
constructive  initiatives  if  they  are  to  be  taken.” 
Perhaps  your  Monthly  Meeting  can  help  in 
creating  this  informed  public  opinion  by  using 
the  movie  about  the  conference,  called  Conversa- 
tion on  China,  which  features  Stewart  Meacham 
of  the  AFSC;  Robert  Scalapino,  Chairman  of  the 
Political  Science  Department  at  U.  C.  Berkeley; 
and  Howard  Stephenson,  of  the  World  Trade  As- 
sociation of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce. This  movie,  plus  tapes  of  conference 
speeches  and  other  materials  on  China,  are  avail- 
able from  the  American  Friends  Service  Com- 
mittee, 2160  Lake  Street,  San  Francisco,  Calif.

At  the  direction  of  the  Executive  Committee, 
complete  information  on  the  current  status  of  the 
Friend  in  Washington  is  presented. 

Pacific  Yearly  Meeting,  which  inspired  this  pro- 
gram in  1959  and  was  its  strongest  supporter  for 
the  first  two  years  of  its  operation,  has  been  re- 
sponsible for  a steadily  declining  portion  of  its 
support  ever  since;  but  prospects  for  an  upswing 
in  the  calendar  year  1965  are  good. 
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PYM  contributions  to  the  Friend  in  Washing- 
ton have  been  as  follows: 

1959-60  $7,399.75 

1961  7,081.64 

1962  3,743.30 

1963  2,447.28 

1964  1,917.91 

Contributions  for  1965  through  April  totaled 
$1,589.23  — including  $734.75  from  one  Monthly 
Meeting. 

A new  FCNL  brochure  on  the  Friend  in  Wash- 
ington has  been  sent  to  all  Meetings,  along  with 
an  appeal  letter.  Results  of  this  appeal  will  be 
announced  at  Yearly  Meeting. 

On  the  personnel  side,  the  program  had  the 
services  of  Matt  Thomson,  Executive  Secretary  of 
the  Dayton  AFSC  office,  for  April  and  May.  He 
worked  principally  on  the  China  problem  and 
Vietnam. 

For  the  year  beginning  in  September,  the 
Friend  in  Washington  will  be  Eugene  Boardman, 
professor  of  East  Asian  History  at  the  University 
of  Wisconsin  and  a member  of  Madison  Monthly 
Meeting.  He  reads  Chinese,  speaks  and  reads 
Japanese,  and  he  and  his  family  have  lived  in 
Japan  and  Hong  Kong. 

Eugene  Boardman  was  a member  of  the  work- 
ing party  that  produced  the  recent  AFSC  pub- 
lication, A New  China  Policy:  Some  Quaker  Pro- 
posals. He  was  also  a speaker  at  the  national 
China  Conference  held  in  Washington,  D.  C.  on 
April  28-30. 

He  apparently  will  not  be  able  to  attend  Pacific 
Yearly  Meeting  this  year.

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1965  PACIFIC  YEARLY  MEETING 

Yearly  Meeting  this  summer  will  be  on  the 
campus  of  St.  Mary’s  College,  a Catholic  insti- 
tution, run  by  the  Christian  Brothers,  in  Moraga, 
California,  a small  town  about  twelve  miles  east 
of  Berkeley.  The  compact,  beautifully  landscaped 
campus  is  one  part  of  the  400  acres  owned  by  the 
college  in  the  Moraga  Valley.  Walks  from  dorms 
and  camping  area  to  all  other  parts  we  will  be 
using  are  short  and  level.  The  expected  weather 
will  be  in  the  high  70s  and  low  80s  (but  if  you 
intend  to  visit  San  Francisco,  don’t  forget  to  bring 
warm  clothes  — it  is  cool  in  S.  F.  in  the  summer). 

Representative  Committee  will  meet  on  Satur- 
day, August  14.  Yearly  Meeting  itself  will  begin 
on  Sunday,  August  15,  and  end  after  lunch  on 
Thursday,  August  19. 

How  to  Get  There.  By  car:  Moraga  is  best  reached 
by  coming  to  Berkeley,  on  Interstate  80  from 
the  north  and  on  U.  S.  50  from  the  south,  and 
then  turning  east  on  State  Highway  24  (Ashby 
Avenue)  for  about  six  miles,  to  Orinda.  From 
Orinda  follow  the  highway  signs  and  the  “PYM 
signs  six  more  miles  to  the  college. 

A shorter  but  more  complex  set  of  alternate 
routes  is  as  follows:  From  the  north,  turn  off  In- 
terstate 80  at  Cordelia  onto  State  21;  follow  this 
route  to  Benicia,  across  the  Benecia-Martinez 
bridge,  to  Walnut  Creek  on  the  freeway.  At  Wal- 
nut Creek  take  the  freeway  toward  Oakland 
( State  24),  leaving  it  at  Orinda  and  turning  south 
to  Moraga.  From  the  south,  leave  U.  S.  50  at  Dub- 
lin, follow  State  21  to  Walnut  Creek,  turn  towards 
Oakland,  and  leave  freeway  at  Orinda,  as  de- 
scribed above. 

By  public  transportation:  Orinda  is  served  only 
by  the  Greyhound  Bus  Lines,  coming  from  San 
Francisco.  Those  coming  by  bus  will  be  met  if 
they  give  advance  notice  of  arrival  time  in  Orinda. 

Air  travelers  can  be  met  at  the  airports,  also 
with  advance  notice  required.  Oakland  airport  is 
closer  than  San  Francisco,  if  you  have  a choice. 

All  travel  arrangement  requests  should  be  sent 
to  the  Registrars,  using  the  form  enclosed  with 
this  issue,  if  possible. 

Housing.  Dormitory  housing  will  be  in  the 
buildings  used  by  the  student  body.  The  rooms 
are  somewhat  small,  with  two  single  beds  each, 
and  floor  space  for  two  to  three  more  ( depending 
upon  size).  Generally  speaking,  older  Friends  will 
be  in  Justin  Hall,  which  has  a level  entrance; 
families  with  small  children  in  Mitty  Hall  (the 
child-care  program  for  small  children  will  be  in 
the  lounge  there,  and  the  coin-operated  washing 
facilities  are  also  in  this  dorm);  and  “all  others” 
will  be  in  Aquinas  Hall. 

Friends  should  bring  their  own  blankets;  the 
college  will  furnish  sheets.  For  those  who  must 
travel  lightly,  a limited  number  of  blankets  may 
be  rented  from  the  college. 

Camping  facilities  will  be  in  a large  eucalyptus 


grove,  adjacent  to  the  dorms.  Because  of  the  severe 
fire  hazard  at  this  time  of  year,  all  cooking  must  be 
done  on  camp  stoves;  no  open  fires  will  be  per- 
mitted in  the  camping  area.  For  the  same  reason, 
no  smoking  is  allowed  in  the  camping  area,  al- 
though there  are  no  other  restrictions  on  smoking. 
Meals.  Meals  will  be  served  cafeteria-style  in 
Oliver  Hall.  Breakfast  will  be  from  7 to  8:30,  lunch 
from  12  to  1:30,  and  dinner  from  5:30  to  7:00. 
The  first  meal  for  those  coming  to  Yearly  Meeting 
will  be  dinner  on  Sunday,  August  15,  and  the  last, 
lunch  on  August  19.  Meals  for  Representative 
Committee  members  will  begin  with  dinner  on 
August  14.  Organized  groups  wishing  box  lunches 
for  trips  can  be  accommodated  if  notice  is  given 
on  the  morning  of  the  previous  day. 

Meetings.  Plenary  sessions  of  Yearly  Meeting 
will  be  held  in  the  gymnasium.  Representative 
Committee  will  meet  in  the  large  meeting  room  in 
Dante  Hall.  The  children’s  program  will  be  mostly 
in  Galileo  Hall.  Worship-Fellowship  groups  will 
be  in  Dante  Hall  and  various  other  nooks  and 
corners.  The  Chapel  is  open  for  worship  at  any 
time,  but  is  not  to  be  used  by  organized  groups 
for  meetings. 

Recreational  and  Other  Facilities.  There  is  an  in- 
door swimming  pool  available  to  us;  there  are 
tennis  and  handball  courts;  there  are  acres  and 
acres  of  lawn,  and  even  more  acres  of  hills  for 
hiking.  ( Hikers  should  be  aware  that  in  addition 
to  the  usual  hazards  of  fatigue  and  sunburn,  Cali- 
fornia foothills  add  their  own  peculiarities:  an 
abundance  of  poison  oak,  and  an  occasional 
rattlesnake. ) 

One  of  the  buildings  has  a coin-operated  snack 
bar  with  an  adjoining  lounge.  There  is  a large 
supermarket  about  two  miles  from  the  college,  and 
shops  at  the  freeway  off-ramps  in  Orinda  for 
other  needs.

He  or  she  is  obli- 
gated to  be  a parent-in-fact,  ready,  willing,  and 
able  to  know  the  activities  and  location  of  the 
sponsoree  at  all  times.  It  should  be  made  quite 
clear  to  such  Young  Friends  that  they  are  answer- 
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able  to  their  sponsors,  and  are  not  just  footloose 
and  fancy  free.  The  Arrangements  Committee 
(through  Francis  Dart,  Assistant  Clerk  of  PYM) 
will  not  hesitate  to  send  home  sponsorees  who  do 
not  accept  these  regulations. 

Worker  ships.  There  are  a limited  number  of 
opportunities  for  Young  Friends,  entering  their 
senior  year  of  high  school,  or  older,  to  work  in  the 
dining  and  kitchen  areas  to  offset  part  of  their 
cost  of  attending  PYM.

YEARLY  MEETING  — WHAT  IS  IT,  AND  WHY? 

It  is  sometimes  hard  for  people  who  are  accus- 
tomed to  the  hierarchical  structure  of  traditional 
churches  to  understand  how  the  Society  of  Friends 
can  function  with  so  much  autonomy  and  so  little 
centralized  authority.  One  of  the  answers  is  meet- 
ings — people  gathered  together  for  various  pur- 
poses, but  always  with  a sense  of  the  essentially 
worshipful  character  of  what  they  are  doing.  Just 
as  Friends  seek  for  an  immediate  experience  of 
God  in  the  Meetings  for  Worship,  without  de- 
pending upon  priests,  ministers,  or  ritual,  so  in 
Meetings  for  Business  we  rely  on  individual 
concern  and  contact  rather  than  on  complex 
organization. 

And  we  do  this  by  coming  together— in  Monthly 
Meetings,  Quarterly  Meetings,  and  Yearly  Meet- 
ings. The  times  of  the  meetings  have  come  to 
represent  for  Friends  the  functions  of  the  groups 
that  gather  at  those  times.  Yearly  Meetings  occur, 
as  the  name  suggests,  once  a year,  and  comprise 
the  largest  body  into  which  the  member  Meet- 
ings are  organized.  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  is  the 
most  far-flung  Yearly  Meeting  in  the  world;  its 
member  Meetings  reach  from  Western  Canada, 
along  the  Pacific  Coast,  and  into  Mexico  City,  as 
well  as  westward  to  Honolulu.  We  have  been  told 


that  more  Friends  travel  farther  to  attend  Pacific 
Yearly  Meeting  than  any  Yearly  Meeting  in  the 
world. 

What  do  we  do  at  Yearly  Meeting?  First  of  all, 
I believe,  we  come  together  for  the  joy  of  being 
together,  to  renew  old  friendships  and  make  new 
ones,  to  sing  and  play  together,  to  share  meals 
and  fellowship  groups,  to  have  long  conversations 
and  long  thoughts.  We  come  to  review  activities 
of  the  Yearly  Meeting,  to  consider  new  concerns 
that  have  come  up  through  Monthly  and  Quarterly 
Meetings,  to  inquire  into  the  spiritual  state  of 
our  Meetings,  to  admit  new  Monthly  Meetings,  to 
see  to  the  right  ordering  of  Yearly  Meeting 
business. 

Yearly  Meetings  were  set  up  very  early  in  the 
history  of  Quakerism;  the  first  one  in  this  country, 
New  England,  dates  back  to  1661.  Ever  since  then, 
Yearly  Meetings  have  been  of  great  importance 
in  the  life  of  the  Society  and  of  individual  Friends. 
Many  families  plan  their  vacations  around  them. 
Those  who  have  to  travel  long  distances  take  the 
occasion  to  stop  off  and  visit  Friends  along  the 
way.  Those  who  live  in  the  vicinity  of  that  year’s 
Meeting  are  informal  hosts.  Thus,  “Yearly  Meet- 
ing” signifies  for  most  of  us  much  more  than 
the  scheduled  committee  meetings  and  worship 
groups. 

If  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  is  not  yet  part  of  your 
Friends  experience,  plan  to  attend  this  year.

A combined  retreat  and  Quarterly  Meeting  was  ar- 
ranged by  Theodore  and  Elizabeth  Church  at  Mountain 
View  Ranch,  Cowles,  New  Mexico  on  the  weekend  of 
May  22-23,  1965.  Seventy-five  attended  one  or  more  of 
the  meetings. 

After  a day  of  recreation,  Young  Friends,  under  the 
leadership  of  John  Atkinson,  discussed  their  concerns,  of 
which  the  most  important  was  that  of  military  or  alterna- 
tive service. 

Jane  Baumann  read  a memorial  minute  for  Martha  Van 
Winkle  at  the  beginning  of  the  worship  service  on  Sun- 
day morning.  Sylvia  Loomis  reported  on  the  state  of  the 
Meeting  for  Santa  Fe,  Dorelen  Bunting  for  Albuquerque, 
and  Charlotte  Farmer  for  Las  Vegas.  Most  were  reports 
of  continuation  of  programs  already  in  progress,  although 
the  Community  Settlement  Project  for  Mora  County 
seems  an  interesting  new  possibility. 

Quarterly  Meeting  approved  the  Nominating  Commit- 
tee’s proposals  of  Fermor  Church  as  Clerk  and  John  At- 
kinson as  Recording  Clerk  for  the  coming  year.  The  Meet- 
ing also  approved  the  changes  involved  in  laying  down 
the  Pacific  Southwest  Fellowship.  It  left  the  question  of 
joining  the  New  Mexico  Council  of  Churches  to  the  in- 
dividual Monthly  Meetings.

SOUTHERN  CALIF.  HALF-YEARLY  MEETING 

The  Spring  1965  session  of  Southern  California  Half- 
Yearly  Meeting  was  welcomed  by  Santa  Monica  Monthly 
Meeting  on  May  16.  The  brief  State  of  the  Meeting  re- 
ports given  after  silent  worship  were  generally  affirma- 
tive, indicating  growth  in  unity  and  fellowship  within  the 
Meetings.  Many  concerns  were  also  expressed,  especially 
regarding  civil  rights  and  the  war  in  Vietnam. 

Approval  of  John  Ullman  as  Clerk  of  HYM  through 
1966  was  received  with  pleasure.  It  was  further  approved 
that  one  member  of  each  Monthly  Meeting’s  Committee 
on  Ministry  and  Counsel  be  appointed  to  meet  once  yearly 
with  the  HYM  Committee  for  Ministry  and  Counsel,  to 
share  mutual  concerns  for  the  spiritual  life  and  health  of 
the  Meetings.  A committee  was  appointed  to  assist  Los 
Angeles  Meeting  in  furthering  the  development  of  the 
Westwood  Worship  Group.  Another  committee  will  seek 
an  appropriate  site  for  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  in  1966. 

Pacific  Ackworth’s  request  to  be  recognized  as  a sepa- 


rate Monthly  Meeting  was  approved,  to  become  effective 
July  1,  1965,  and  a HYM  committee  was  named  to  over- 
see their  first  year.  Marguerite  Wells  is  Clerk  of  the  new 
Meeting,  which  has  21  adult  members,  transferred  from 
Orange  Grove  Meeting. 

Pacific  Southwest  Friends  Fellowship  will  be  laid  down, 
but  a mid-winter  gathering  of  Friends  will  be  continued, 
including  all  of  California,  Arizona  and  New  Mexico,  un- 
der the  auspices  of  HYM.  PSWF  officers  will  serve  as  a 
committee  to  arrange  the  1966  meeting. 

HYM  approved  a fund  of  $200  to  enable  a Young 
Friend  and  an  adult  member  to  attend  the  Friends  Con- 
ference on  Race  Relations.  Other  Friends  are  also  planning 
to  attend. 

It  was  recommended  that  the  conversations  between 
members  of  Pacific  and  California  Yearly  Meetings  be 
continued  and  perhaps  expanded. 

The'  possibility  of  establishing  a West  Coast  office  of 
the  Friends  World  Committee  for  Consultation  was 
considered. 

Gretehen  Tuthill  reported  on  her  experiences  at  the  na- 
tional China  Conference  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  and  offered 
to  speak  at  Monthly  Meetings  at  their  request.  Friends 
were  asked  to  write  their  Congressmen  in  support  of  the 
pending  immigration  bills,  and  a letter  from  HYM  urging 
their  passage  was  approved. 

Rega  Engelsberg  reported  that  a fund  had  been  estab- 
lished to  assist  needy  elderly  Friends  in  the  Friends  Re- 
tirement Home  in  Altadena.  Hope  was  expressed  that  the 
Home  might  eventually  come  under  the  care  of  HYM. 

HYM  Young  Friends  will  continue  to  meet  on  the  third 
Sunday  of  each  month  at  the  home  of  Phil  and  Marguerite 
Wells.  Mark  and  Marjorie  Hadley  will  remain  their  ad- 
visors during  the  coming  year. 

Unfortunately,  not  enough  time  remained  to  explore 
the  possibility  of  membership  in  the  Southern  California 
Council  of  Churches.  Discussion  of  this  issue  will  be  the 
first  item  on  the  agenda  of  HYM  in  November.
